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. Law in
Action

The law recognizes ai a 
"common enemy" such things < 
as fire, flood, and disease. Un- ; 
der the law private persons 
at well as the government can ' 
act quickly to destroy or con- , 
tain such "common enemies" 

This principle came early ' 
In our law for the common < 
good. Even though one's pri- ; 
vate property may be injured j 
he haj no legal complaint. ' 

Thus the Mayor of San 
Francisco ordered the des­ 
truction of certain buildings c 
to halt a rampaging fire, j 
which called for quick judge- i 
ment. The owners thought i 
that the judgement was too ;, 
quick and all wrong. They ( 
sued the city. The court held J 
they could not recover dam- , 
ages. The fire could have en- j. 
dangered the whole city, and * 
the city had a right to destroy !i 
some private property for the , 
sake of the rest of the people.

BUT A GOVERNMENT may
abuse this privilege of using 
private property to combat <j 
the "common «n*my." < 

In a recent case a property ' 
owner sued the state for dam- i 
age to his land; the state was 
using it to control flood wat­ 
ers. Under the flood control 
program, water could over­ 
flow on to his land. Every ; 
year there were excessive wat- * 
ers. This amounted to a tak­ 
ing of lan<i for which the 
state should have paid him. 

In each case the court tries 
lo strike some balance. Hoes 
the injured owner contribute 
more than his due share to 
the public good 

The government can take 
land for the public good, but 
it must pay for it. If the tak­ 
ing is merely a proper use of 
police power, the state does 
not need to pay. In this case 
of the flooded farm, the court 
said there waa no taking. 

Thus if the fire department 
ruins your shrubbery with 
men and equipment while 
quenching your neighbor's 
fire, you have no legal claim 
against the city.

* * *

IN ANOTHER case a city 
had to destroy several homes 
to relieve pressure caused by 
*  mud slide to prevent des­ 
truction to many other build­ 
ing in the slide's path. Though 
the city council paid some of 
the property owners, the 
court held that this was a 
proper police measure for 
which the city need not make 
full compensation.
